XV.—_METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 


‘No. 414.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus~- 
tralia during the months of July, August, and September, 1938. 


July.—After considerable rainfall shortages in a large portion of the argicultural areas in 
the three previous months a marked revival in rainstorm activity in the southern half of the State 
was experienced in July and caused a remarkable improvement in the seasonal prospects. 


In the wheat-growing districts the month’s total registrations averaged 343 points on the 
North Coast, more than 6 inches on the Central and South Coasts, more than 2} inches in the 
North Central Division and more than 3 inches in the South Central District. These average 
falls were slightly below normal on the Central Coast, and just equalled the normal on the South 
Coast, but on the North Coast, in the North Central Division, and in the South Central Division 
the registrations exceeded the July normal by 18%, 13%, and 11% respectively. 


In the pastoral districts of the sub-tropics, and in the East Gascoyne Division, the rainfall 
was almost generally heavier than is usual in July, and in the various districts the surpluses ranged 
from 4% in the vicinity of Wiluna to 77% in the South-East. 


_, North from the tropic the rainfall was very variable ; surpluses were reported from the East 
Kimberley and the Fortescue Divisions, but only light and sub-normal rains occurred in the North 
and the West Kimberley and in the De Grey Divisions. 


The West Gascoyne Division received 37% less rain than is wsual in July. 


The highest individual rainfall totals for the month were registered in the South Coastal and 
Central Coastal Divisions, Pemberton receiving 913 points, Collie 837 points, Donnybrook 805 
points, Jarrahdale 885 points, Busselton 781 points, Brunswick 780 points, Mundaring 779 points, 
Manjimup 736 points, and Rockingham 701 points. 


In Perth rain occurred on 19 days and aggregated 542 points.

August.—Following upon the July rains the August totals were disappointing, for, except 
at a few stations in the extreme south-west and south, in the south-east and on the northern Gold- 
fields, respectively, falls were below normal throughout the State. In the tropics practically no 
rain fell and in the Gascoyne the eastern section showed a deficiency to the extent of 61% of the 
average expectancy and the western portion 46%. The North Coastal District, which comprises 
the northern wheat areas, also fell 46% below the normal and in the north-eastern and north 
central agricultural districts the deficit amounted, on the average, to 55%. The Central and 
South Coastal Divisions received the best falls, averaging 466 points and 484 points respectively, 
but, due to good rains along the Trans-continental Railway line, the Eucla Division was the only 
one to experience an abnormal district average. The highest individual totals for the month were 
recorded in the lower south-west, where Pemberton received 916 points, Donnybrook 635 points, 
and Brunswick 622 points, while Jarrahdale received 758 points and Marradong 579 points, the 
latter Station being 128 points above the average. 
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In Perth 551 points were received on 18 days, while the temperatures ranged from 41-3 deg. 
on 27th to 75-9 deg. on the 19th. The maxima or day temperature registrations averaged 64-6 
deg. and the minima or night temperatures averaged 49-7 deg. The extreme maximum tem- 
perature, 75-9 deg., was the highest August reading since 1935, while August 26th (57:0 deg.) 
was the coldest August day since 26th August, 1933, when 56-9 deg. was recorded. 


The chief weather control during the first half of the month was anticyclonic, with southern 
depressions assuming a more southerly path, until the 12th, when most of the sub-tropics was 
affected by a quickly moving depression. The latter half, however, produced two depressions 
which operated on the 21st and 22nd and between the 24th and 26th respectively, while a third 
made its appearance on the chart on the 31st. Between the periods of definite low pressure con- 
trol the influence of the southern low pressure belt caused almost daily falls in the lower south- 
west and south and the southern agricultural districts, but the north and north-eastern wheat 


ele uaa little rain, except around the 12th and 13th of the month and between the 21st 
and 27th. 


Temperatures during the month were markedly high on two occasions, while there were a 
similar number of instances when readings were noticeably low. Anticyclonic conditions on the 
5th and 6th caused severe frosts in southern districts, the ground temperature at Bridgetown 
falling to 22 deg. on the 7th and 23 deg. on the 6th, but on the 26th strong south-westerly winds 
which swept across the southern districts to the northern Goldfields caused very low day record- 
ings. On this occasion the maximum temperature did not rise above 52 deg. at Coolgardie, 60 
deg. at Cue, 62 deg. at Meekatharra and 63 deg. at Wiluna, while Perth experienced the coldest 
August day for five years. On the other hand, a large anticyclone centred over Victoria, but 
whose western isobars encompassed this State, was responsible for a considerable transferance 
of warm air from tropical regions, which was shown in the maximum temperatures on the 11th 
and 12th, Wiluna reporting 82 deg. on the latter day. Similar conditions prevailed on the 19th, 
when the western isobars of the large “High” centred to the west of Tasmania were over this State 
and a north-easterly wind-circulation from the tropics again was responsible for an appreciable 
rise in temperature over our sub-tropics, and Geraldton (85 deg.), Wiluna (82 deg.), Yalgoo (81 
deg.) and Cue (80 deg.) reported 80 deg. and over. 


Strong winds were experienced over south-westerly and southern parts of the State on the 
26th and rough coastal weather was reported, especially from our extreme south-west and south 
coasts, where south-westerly gales reached a high velocity. Shipping was hampered at Fremantle, 
and at Perth a wind velocity of 46 m.p.h. was attained at 3-30 p.m., while the total wind 
“travel” during the 24 hours ended midnight on this day amounted to 669 miles.

September.—The rainfall in Western Australia was again below normal over nearly all the 
State. A rainless month was experienced in the tropics, the north-eastern sub-tropics and in 
considerable portions of the West and East Gascoyne Divisions, and of the Northern Goldfields. 
In the districts in which rainfall occurred the shortages in the pastoral districts ranged from 72% 
in the East Gascoyne to 12% in the Eucla Division, while in the south-west quarter of the State 
the deficits varied from 40% on the North Coast to 5% on the South Coast. 


The total falls at individual stations in the wheatbelt, though in many instances below normal, 
were substantial and probably sufficed for seasonal requirements in the South Central, Central 
Coastal and South Coastal Divisions. A smaller proportion of stations on the North Coast and 
in the North Central Division also received fairly satisfactory rains, but in the more north-easterly 
section of the wheatbelt the good finishing rains which were badly needed were not received and 
seasonal prospects have considerably deteriorated in those areas since the previous month. 


As regards the pastoral areas, the dry conditions in the northern tropics may be regarded as 
seasonal and in the Gascoyne the normal September rainfall is only about 25 points. 
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In the various districts of the western and southern sub-tropics the principal individual rainfall 
totals were as follow :—

The good rains received in most of the coastal divisions and in the South-West were due to 
a welcome revival of the southern rainstorm system, which was as rain-productive as could be 
expected in the absence of effective co-operation by tropical depressions. Two well-defined south- 
ern lows entered the southern districts of the State in the first week of the month, and produced 
widespread rains. The first of these disturbances was associated with a severe hailstorm at Albany 
on 3rd September ; and the second with a remarkable line squall which caused severe damage 
to property and some casualties in Perth on 6th September. 


A lengthy period of comparatively dry weather prevailed from the 10th to the 25th September 
and was attended by chiefly anticyclonic control with a prevalence of easterly winds and of ab- 
normally high temperatures in the sub-tropics. During this relatively dry period, two tropical 
depressions passed from the North-West Coast to the Bight but produced only scattered rains and 
thunder. 


In the last week of the month the southern low pressure rainstorm again revived but, owing 
to the further absence of tropical rainstorms co-operating from the north, failed to produce sub- 
stantial rains beyond the coast and the southern agricultural areas. 


Due to the predominance of east to north-east winds the month’s temperatures in the sub- 
tropics were appreciably above normal. The highest individual temperature reading recorded 
was 107 deg. at Marble Bar on 28th and 29th September, and the lowest was 30 deg. at Collie 
and Wandering on 16th September. In Perth the extremes of temperature for the month ranged 
from 81-3 deg. on 24th September to 45-5 deg. on 16th September. The mean maximum tem- 
perature (69-2 deg.) exceeded the normal by 2-8 deg., and the mean minimum temperature (52-6 
deg.) exceeded the normal by 2:3 deg. Rainfall occurred in the city on 14 days and aggregated 
372 points as compared with the September normal of 340 points.
